WILLIAM WINSTON BEATON.

Among the gallant gentleincn under the rcigi 


of Malcolm Canmoro, was Dougall. Previous 
to Canmorc's ascension of .the Scottish throm 
there were fow surnames in Sootlaiiil, ami In 
bestowed surnames after that of their land 
Doiigall possessed lands nnd a town near the 
sea, and thus liis patronymic became Seaton 
The family wero devoted adherents of the ex 
lied Stuarts, for whose restoration tlicy staunch 
ly fought, and tlicy made themselves so peon 
liarly obnoxious to the government by thci 
opposition to the riiuccof Orange, and lliei 
complicity in the Jacobite schemes for the over 
throw »f tho government, that finally, (icrsuailei 
tliat further resistance was futile, Henry Sea 
Inn, with a number of gallant Scotch loyalists 
came to tlie colony of Virginia, in 1000. 


Henry Scaton, who married Elizabeth Toild 


was the gieat grandfather of William Winstoi 
Seal on. The family stood high in honor i 
tlie new world, and intermarrying with th 
best families, preserved its eminence. 


Tlie father of our subject was Augustin 


Seaton, who mairicd Mary Winston. 
Th 


Winston family, in a spirit of adventure, eiui 
grated to America from England. They were 
a family of great stature, uncommonly hatiii 
some, and well endowed morally and intellec 
tually, and stocked Virginia with a stalwi 
and prolific race. 


William Winston Scaton was born Januaiy 


11,178."), and in him were filly concentered tlie 
mingled high qualities of tlie brave stock from 
which lie sprung. 


Chelsea, tlie ancestral home, despite the di- 


lapidations of two revolutions, still remains an 
imposing and stately lesidence. Here were 
the graves of his forefathers, and within the 
venerable mansion «ere gathered choice relics 
of the family from the old world, with worm- 
eaten wills and musty parchments, while, on 
the n all were I lie portraits of his progenitoi s of 
of a century and a half. One of these, repre- 
senting a noble cavalier in almntcr's garb, had 
tuilfcred damage dining some revolutioiuiy 
skirmish,—an unfortunate bullet having w his- 
tled through the cam ass, destroy ing one of the 
blue eyes of this handsome Nimrod. This 
pictured hunter doubtless gave the first impulse 
to Mr. Scaton'! well-known passion for Held 
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creasing value to his jnurnol. But notwith- 
standing his enviable success he sought a wider 
sphere for his energies; and, returning to Ral- 
eigh, became associated with Joseph Gales in 
tlie SfaMcr, being impelled to this decision by 
tlie sweet influences moulding his career, and 
which were destined to crown with joy all tlie 
future days of Ills If'c. In 1800 he was married 
to Miss Sarah Gales, who adorned his home 
with gentle goodness and social distinction. 


In October, 1812, Mr. Seaton united his for- 


tunes with those of his brother-in-law, Joseph 
Gales, editor of tlie National Intelligencer, pub- 
lished at Washington. Both these young men 
were trained iu the oflice of the Italdyh Begin- 
ter, and, for half a cenlury, published a paper 
that for ability, fairness, dignity, purity, and 
elegance of style, was unequalled in reputation 
by fow gazettes in any part of the world. 


At the period of Mr. Seaton's arrival in Wash- 


ington, hostilities had already been declared 
against Great Britain. The journal sustained 
all the measures needful for. carrying on tlie 
war with efficiency, and reanimated^the'droop- 
ing sp'u it of our people. Nor did the editors, 
when danger drew near, shrink fiom hazarding 
their own persons for tliat which they had 
stirred up tlie country. At the (list call both 
enrolled themselves as privates in an infantry 
company, under the gallant Captain John Da- 
vidson, and served in it during the war. All 
tins time they carried on their journal nilh 
spuit; for which purpose lliey alternately joui- 
ncyed from camp to Washington. By their 
spint and ardor they excited the ire of the in- 
vade! s, and in a spirit of petty liyanny Admi- 
i.il Cockhurn ordered all Ihe contents of tho 
oflice to be destroyed. Despite this the IiAelU- 
yencar still lived, as well as its editor, who 
edited his paper as fearlessly under the sway of 
Abraham Lincoln as he was ttont to do under 
James Madison. 


In 1819, the Intelliijencfi; under Mr. Sea- 


ton's management, was an independent and 
national expositor, and controller of public 
sentiment, and Mr. Seaton's commanding pci- 
sonal qualities, and rare social gifts could not 
fail to establish a peculiar influence over his 
fellow-citizens. The municipal oflice was the 
highest In the power of the citizens of Wash- 
ington to bestow as a testimony of respect and 
popularity, upon lliose who won their favor. 
Mi. Scaton, at last persuaded to accept a first 
evidence of their progressive esteem, became 
alderman, for whicli office his eivbonpoint made 
him increasingly eligible. 


Mr. Scaton, with his brother-in-law, Mr. 


Gales, was mainly ,instrumental in founding 
the church of his faith in Washington, then the 
outpost of liberal Christianity. 
Among its 


waim friends and consistent adherents was 
Mr. t'allioun, who expressed himself to Mi. 
Seaton that « Unltarianisin was the true faith, 
and must ultimately prevail over the world." 


Mr. Scaton was a warm friend of oui great 


historian and diplomatist, Gemgc Bancroft., and 
had the honor of passing a criticism upon the 
first volume of his history of the Uniteil States, 
at the author's special invitation. 


Mr. Seaton was secictary of the committee 


charged with the duly of welcoming Lafayette 
at Baltimore, anil escorting him to Washington. 
Upon him, also, by tacit consent, dcvolied Ihe 
special charge of the nation's most illustrious 
guesl. And we find a sure index of Mr. Sea- 
ton's power of atti action in the fncndsliip 
cherished foi him through life by the Marquis, 
who, iciscd in every phase of life,—from tlie 
brilliant chcle about the throne to the camp 
fires of oui colonial »ildei ness,—was a keen 
judge of men. 


The luboiious and uninleimiUing duties of 


Mr. Seaton's editorial caieer allowed him httlc 
time, dm ing his prolonged life, for iela\ation, 
otbci than the sliooting excursions in which be 
delighted, and which mainly contnbuted to the 
health and vigor which be enjoyed to a very ad- 
vanced ag-;. But in 1820 he visited tlie Eastern 
States, ami sojourned there a short time. He 
was chosen orator on the occasion of laying Ihe 
corner-stone of tire new Masonic Temple,— 
President Adams and other dignitaries paitici- 


land, bent all his energies to the labor of love, 
and although he hid been tlie means of launch- 
ing already a victorious armada upon this 
mission of .mercy, even yet lie rested nor day 
nor night, nor proposed to do so, until the last 
cry of fever and famine in Ireland be turned 
into tears and prayers of gratitude to God." 
For all this the Irish heart warmed to him in 
gratitude, and when he sojourned a few days 
in the >Emerald Isle, he was welcomed with tlie 
most friendly hospitality. 


In 1850 he retired from the Mayoralty, per- 


emptorily declining the office on the plea of ad- 
vanced age. As a magistrate we find iu him a 
model for imitation. The manner in which he 
discharged his duties will be ever the subject of 
commendation, aiuKtowse who aspire to places 
of •profit and trust may well take bim for their 
guide and study. 
•Mr. Seaton was an attached friend of Daniel 
W«bsler,-aml in hi* death sustained his severest 
social loss. During tlie prolonged period of 
their friendship, and of Mr. Webster's stay in 
Washington, scarcely a day passed without the 
exchange of w'ord or note, or a social gathering 
at the house of one or the other. The death of 
this mighty man moved Mr.Soaton to personal 
and pcimanent grief. 


In 1865, acting on an ardent desire, he visited 


Europe. lie n islied especially to tread the soil 
of Gieat Britain, for whose, history, true liberty, 
and gloi ious people he entertained an enthusi- 
astic reverence and regard. England being en- 
deared to him as tlie birthplace of his wife, 
wlnlu Sco'tland was the ci.ulle of his own race. 
An interesting account of his European travel 
is to be found in the published letters he wrote 
I'loin that continent. 


In 1S.VJ Mr. and Mrs. Seaton celebrated their 


"golden wedding," an occasion which drew 
from many quarters of the land kind saluta- 
tions, gifts, fluial offerings and congratulatory 
odes, while the public press paid grateful trib- 
utes to their vittues, and the courtesy and hos- 
pitality, which had, during half a century, 
crowned his home. 


In August, 188(1, the lie whicli had for forty- 


eight years united thq, editors of the National 
Intelligencer in so close a friendship, was sev- 
eied by the death of Mr. Gales. The stones, 
like the lives, of these men were meiged into 
one with a rare accord. They had no misun- 
derstandings, no differences of views which a 
consultation did not at once leconcile. They 
had no division of interest, and down to the 
death of Mr. Gales both drew fiom the common 
cofl'er whatever he choose, never having made 
any settlement. 


A month subsequent Mr. Seaton associated 


James C. Welling with himself In theediloria1 


conduct of the Intelligencer, who most ably 
met all the flattering expectations which his 
well-known literal y capabilities made the public 
anticipate. 


The close of 1861 brought to Mr. Seaton the 


sorrow w hich darkened the remaining days of 
his pilgrimage. On Christmas day he laid in 
tlie dust her who, during fifty-fimr years had 
been tlie "modest yet shining ornament and 
charm of his household." 


" Mr. Seaton's union with the honored partner 


of his life was marked by a mutual tenderness 
seldom paralleled, by a devotion so chivalrous 
on the one part, a reliance so truthful and un- 
hesitating on the other, that it must ever be re- 
feired to as the crow n and complement of his 
earthly existence." 


On tlie 31st of December, 1804, the National 


Itdellif/enccr announced to the country, in a 
dignified and touching valedictory, the retire- 
ment of Sir. Seaton from his connection with 
the press. " From every part ol the land ; fiom 
the rugged hills oi the Xoith, from the fuitile 
plains of the South, from the bioad valleys of 
the West, went forth a loving bonhon for tlie 
prospenty and happiness of the then surviving 
patriuich of the piess." Edward Everett, in 
the last article he ever penned, says: "If tlie 
retrospect of a long life, usefully and honorably 
devoted to the sei vices of the countiy in the 
highly responsible relation of a lending journal- 
ist ; if the recollection of confideutial iuter-

AX APACHE'S XSrENOS.

The Apaches have had many a chief— none 


as desperately wicked as Cochise. He bated 
the Americans so bitterly that If one 
tribe learned a word of the English 1 
Cochise expelled him or forced him to 
He succeeded Red Sleeves, a great giant 
butcher, who took his name from the fact that 
every time he killed an enemy he smeared fris 
blood over his arms from the wrists; tok'hi! 
elbows. And thoroughly, and terribly Jnifcsep- 
ing with his character, too, was Codiise's initia- 
tion or Instalment. There had been a feast In 
the village. Amid the general revelry be re- 
fused to drink. While others got dangerously 
drunk and helplessly drunk, Cochise stood 
firmly by, watching the furious orgy with a 
look of sullen and supercilious irony on his ex- 
pressive face. Finally a young brave, too far 
gone to be discreet, went up to him,. with > a 
coiled riata in his left hand and a cup full ef 
whisky in his right. He pressed Cochise to 
drink, but "tlie newly made chief refused 
abruptly. Some words were had, and as an 
end of it the wan ior smote his leader twice or 
thrice with his heavy rope, 
sin had been committed. 


The unpardonable 
It is safe to knock 


sports, which he continued lo pursue when 
nearly four score years of age. 


Mr. Beaton's childhood was passed undei the 


paternal roof, in the happy companionship of 
brothers and sisters; his tastes refined by ma- 
ternal influences; his intelligencequickoned by 
the noted society which visited his father's, 
among thorn, his illustrious kinsman, Patrick 
Henry. This orator of fascinating speech and 
wonderful play of countenance, guided the first 
shot of liis young relation, whose proverbial 
skill, acquired in chasing the deer through the 
wild woods on the Mattapony, received, fcixty 
years latci, enthusiastic recognition ainoni; tlie 
"preserves" of England. 


A domestic tutor guided Mr. Seaton in the 


early paths of learning, until he reached, In 
Richmond, the culminating academic polishing 
of Ogilvie, a Scotchman. At the age of eigh- 
teen his mind was matured, his ambition 
aroused, his vocation decided, and he passed 
into the arena of public life as assistant editor 
of a Richmond journal, having already acquired 
a practical knowledge of the art in'the same 
oflice with that master of Virginia journalism, 
Thomas Ritchie,—his friendship with whom 
lasted throiisb forty years of wide divergence 
In political sentiment and action. lie after- 
ward edited n journal in Petersburg, exhibiting 
inch force of character and fairness of discus- 
sion amid political heat, that his mark was 
made, and his glorious future predicted by 
Colonel Yancey, " who advised him to strike 
for tliat fame lie so nobly won, and carried 
with him to an honored grave." 


In tlio midst of his success and popularity, 


Mr. Seaton was called on a friendly errand to 
Raleigh, which chance visit proved an event 
which influenced his whole future life. He 
took up his residence at the home of Joseph 
Gales, the editor of the Raleigh Register, to 
which lie brought the prestige of great political 
success, and distinguished family connections; 
possessing, at the same time, an uncommon 
charm of mannci and person, for which he was 
already noted in Richmond, especially among 


unani- 


mously" pronounced him " tlie most elegant 
young man in the State of Virginia." In this 
pleasant home circle of Mr. Gales, Mr. Seaton's 
public career was to be shaped, and bis domes- 
tic happiness to receive its crowning pi ace,— 
tlw first springing from his friendship with Jo- 
seph Gales, his future colleague,—the second 
by his marriage with Miss Sarah Gales, the 
sister of his future associate. 


In 1807 Mr. Scaton assumed tlie pioprietary 


editorship of the Ifortk Carolina Journal, at 
Halifax, 'once the State Capital. This was a 
pod, at that lime, requiring at once a strong 
arm and a cool bead; for political waves ran 
high, and partisan leaders were desperate char- 
acters. But Mr. Seaton proved himself master 
of the situation, fur he curbed the fiery opposi- 
tion, secured a candid discussion of political 
topics with'his opponents, charged -valorously 
against Federalism of which that region had 
been the stronghold, and transferred its allegi- 
ance to Republicanism. His was the best edi- 


<4fctcd goxettelu the State, more candid, more Im- 


partial, and less fermented by party spirit. Tin 
dSnfiyand fairness of his editorials influenced 
even prejudiced minds, and gave a steadily In- 


tlw'gentler portion of creation, 'who- t 
inously pronounced him " tlie most el 


pating in the ceremonies. His eloquent ad- 
dress then delivered, shows liis exalted estimate 
of the true amis of masonry, the handmaid of 
Christianity, of tlie almost ideal perfection ex- 
acted from its ions; the virtues glowingly dc- 
pictod on tiiis occasion being nobly illustrated 
in the life and character of him who paid the 
just tribute to the beneficent brotherhood. 


The Intelligencer, while Jackson occupied 


the Presidency, was no administrative organ; 
yet the President respected tho virtues and 
abilities of the editors, and manifested his sense 
of Mr. Scatnn's position in the community by 
appointing him one of tlie visitois to West 
Point. A slioit time previous to Jackson's in- 
auguration Mr. Robert Little, the eloquent Uni- 
tarian pastor, preached a reinai kable sermon, 
the text of which was: "When Christ drew 
near the city he wept over it." Thirty-eight 
years after, Mr. Seaton spoke of it as follows: 
"It was a grand seiinori, depicting with pro- 
phetic force the evil efl'ects of General Jack- 
son's election,—that triumph of demagoguisin, 
ignorance, and radicalism in its woistfoun, 
which then deluged the country, defeating 
Adams, sweeping away Conservative and Tory, 
gentlemen, and the highest standard of honor, 
inthetideof unlettered, nnmaiinered vulgarity, 
from which the country has not recovered; 
whose fruits are still beheld in this second up- 
heaval of society, when the refined, the wise, j 
must retreat before the untutored empirics who 
sit in the places of tlie giants of our Republic." 


During the summer of 1838 Mr. Seaton hv~ 


dulged in one of his rare holidays, in a "flying 
jaunt to Canada," joining a quartette of friends 
nlio dubbed themselves the Pickwick Club, 
Mr.'Seaton personating the benevolent and im- 
mortal Piesident. 
The respect entertained 


toward him was evinced in the attentions lie 
received fiom private and official hospitalities. 


In 1S40, Mr. Sealon accepted the highest 


oflice Ins fellow-citizens could bestow upon 
him, the Mayoralty—an office ho had'declined 
in 18*20, and again in 1894. For ten years he 
was unanimously recalled to the position, ail 


course with tlw most dbtinguished statesmen 
ol his day and generation ; if the warm attach- 
ment of f i lends and the respect of .political op- 
ponents can attbrd a solace dowu the hill of life, 
lew poisons could evor be better entitled to it 
than Mr. Seaton, who now bids the public a 
last farewell." 


And now the end drew near, and this re- 


markable life of two and four score years closed 
in 1807, replete with all that did honor to our 
common natuie. The indomitable courage, the 
hopeful patience, the gentle sweetness, all the 
harmonized beauty of a noble nature, shone 
with almost celestial light as he nearcd tlie. 
golden shore. " Mark the perfect man and be- 
hold the upright; fur the end of that, man is 
peace." 


" Why," asks one of his public eulogists, 


" why this sorrow and sadness ? Why these 
tolling bells and emblems of mourning through- 
out the city t Why is the name of William 
Winston Seatoo on every tongue ? Because a 
good man lias left us; one who served the peo- 


an Indian down, pound him with a club, beat 
him ,vith a stick, bruise him with a bludgeon; 
but it were better to beard the grizzly bear than 
lav over his shoulders a cowhide or anything 
that savored of the lash. 


Chief as he was, Cochise sternly demanded 


that the young brave should fight him at day- 
light the next morning with rifles. The duello 
is not much In vogue with any of the Indian 
tribes, and it is but rarely that individual quar- 
rels pass so far beyond the point of settlement 
that an exercise of something of persuasion or 
resolute authority will not serve to restore good 
feeling, but in this instance Cochise would 
agree to nothing short of the actual combat. 
They met and fought. It was early morning, 
and the measured distance was thirty scpnt 
paces. Probably three hundred warriors were 
in attendance, and these, clad in full war cos- 
tume and formed upon the flank of the dueling 
ground, presented a picturesque adornment to 
a scene otherwise pitiless and unforgiving. At 
the first hie Cocliise's bullet found the heart of 
his antagonist. lie leaped high into the air, 
and befoie be reached the ground he was dead 


In every way more notorious was Cochise'i 


next feat of savage bravado and prowess. A 
Scotch interpreter named Harrison Englehait 
had fallen under his displeasure, and he re- 
ceived word from his desperate enemy that the 
feud vi as mortal, and that he meant to kill him 
whenever and wherever found. Euglebart af- 
fected to laugh at the threat, but he prepared 
himself for tlie worst, nevertheless, and went 
about warily, without, however, meeting,ivjth 
an opportunity to kill or be killed. 


One day news caine to Tuscon that Cochisc, 


at the head of a small xvar party, was ii camp 
thirty miles to the southeast. A Federal Cap- 
tain took thirty men, an Indian agent, and 
Englehart as interpreter, and went out lo have 
a talk with tlie Apaches. It is supposed that 
the Captain was ignorant of tlie feuil ensting, 
for upon Englehart making some objection to 
the proposed expedition, the officer insisted, 
and finally pievailed upon him to go. The 
meetina was most friendly, and lasted s»veial 
hours. Neither Bochise nor Englehart refer- 
red to the subject of the quarrel between tliem, 
and sat upnn their hoises in friendly converse 
while the soldiers of the escort and the Indians 
of the war patty were getting ready to match 
and In separate. Of a sudden, and with a wild 
yell thot had hatred and vengeance in it, 
Cochise leaned from his saillde, seized Bugle- 
hart by the collar, drew him up clear from his 
stirrups and over upon his left leg and thigh, 
and then dashed off at a furious rate, partially 
dtagging and partially carrying his struggling 
victim. So instantaneous was the attack, and 
so unpiepared was tlie escort for any immediate 
rescue, that some distance had been gained by 
Cochise, followed by his entire band, before the 
Captain's piesence of mind returned to him, 
and a charge was ordered. It was too late, 
however, to save the poor Scotchman. Taken 
at the terrible disadvantage he was, he yet 
strove desperately and tried to draw his revol- 
ver and make the best fight he could for his 
life. Once he nearly succeeded, but, with the 
strength of a giant, and a rapidity tliat almost 
defied calculation, Cochise stabbed his victim 
seve'i times in the neck and breast, and even 
while holding him up upon his horse, and that 
horse rushing along over broken ground at the 


without families are freely Invited to share their 
simple repasts of dried salmon and acorn-bread. 


In the first place, an Indian of a robust frame 


—able to endure the terrible ordeal of fasting 
to which he is subjected—goes away into tlie 
mountains with an attendant, to remain ten 
days. He is called the Chareya-Indian, which, 
says Stephen Powers, may be translated, almost 
literally, " God-man;" and their evident belief 
if, that, by the keen anguish he undergoes, he 
propitiates tlie spirits vicariously in behalf of 
the whole tribe. 
During these ten days he 


partakes of nothing whatever, theoretically, 
though in case of extreme suffering, it is prob- 
able that he takes a little acorn porridge, or 
pinole; but he must abstain from flesh, on pen- 
alty of death. The attendant is allowed to eat 
sparingly of acorn-porridge only. 


Meantime, what is goiug on in camp ? Dur- 


ing the long days, wfiile they are awaiting the 
return of the Chareya-Indian, the men and 
squaws amuse themselves with song and lively 
dance, wherein -they Join together. Various 
!gjRMr~.aiw played; gambUng is InSukjid in. 
But singing &nd dancing are tile principal 
amusements, and considerable time is devoted 
to teaching the boys to dance In Imitation of 
'the solemn and momentous "ceremonial which 
is to be observed upon the return of the tlhareya- 
Indiari. Sometimes, in a dithyrambic frenzy— 
men and women mingling together—they wild- 
ly leap and dance,' now each one clianting a 
different story, extemporized on the spot, in the 
manner of the Italian improuimtore, and yet 
keeping perfect, time; and now all uniting in a 
chorus. Then, again, sitting in a solemn circle 
on the ground, or slowly walking in a ring 
around the fire—hand joined in hand, while 
the flames gleam upon their swarthy faces, rip- 
ple in tlie folds of their baiharic paludaments 
of tasseled deer-skin, and light up their grotesque 
cliaplets and club-queues in nodding shadows 
—they intone those weird and eldritch chant- 
ings, in which blend at once an undertone of 
infinite pathos and a hoarse, deathly rattle of 
despair; and which I never yet have learned to 
listen to without a certain feeling of terror. 


And now, at last, the attendant arrives on 


the summit of some overlooking mountain 
ind, with warning voice, announces the ap- 
proach of the Cliareya-Indian. In all haste, 
the people below all flee in tei ror, for it is death 
to behold him. Gaunt, and haggard; and hol- 
lowed eyed—reduced to a perfect skeleton, by 
his feaiful sufferings—he staggers feebly into 
camp, leaning on the shoulder of the attendant, 
or perhaps hoi n on the arms of those who have 
been summoned to bring him in from the moun- 
tains ; for, in such an extieme instance, a secular 
Indian may assist, provided his eyes are band- 
aged. Long before ho is in sight, the people 
have all disappeared. They take refuge in the 
deeps of the forest, or enter into their booths 
and cabins, fling themselves down with their 
faces upon the ground, and cover the.ir ej'es 
with their hands. 
Some wrap many thick- 


nesses of blankets about their heads. Little 
children are carefully gathered into the booths 
and their faces bidden deep in the folds of 
clothing or blankets, lest they should iuadvert 
ently behold lhat dreadful walking skeleton 
and die the death. All the camp is silent 
hushed, and awe-struck as the vicegerent o 
the great and dreaded Cb.ireya enters. 


-Now he approaches- the sweat-house, and is 


assisted to descend down into it. Feeble anc 
trembling witb the pangs of hunger, lie seat 
himself upon the Sacied Stool. Tinder am 
flints are biought to him. WitU his last re- 
maining strength he strikes out a spark, ant 
nourishes it into a blaze. The Sacied Smok' 
arises. As no common creature may look up 
on the Chareya-Imlian and live, so also non 
may behold the Sacred Smoke with impunity 
Let his eyes rest upon it, even for a moment 
and he is doomed to death. The inteicessioi 
of the Obareya-Indian alone can avert the dire 
fill consequences of his inadvertence. If, by 
any mischance, one is so unfortunate as tc 
glance at it, as it swhls up above the sweat 
house, seeming to arise out of the ground,' 
goes down into it, prostrates himself before th 
Chareya-Indian sitting on the Sacred Stool, an 
proffers him allicocltick. The priest demand 
(SO, $30, $40, according to the cucumstunces 
He then lights his .pipe, pufl's a few whifl's o 
seculai smoke over the head of the uufortunat 


unprecedented tenure of the oflice m'this coun- 
try. His administration was the most succes- 
ful in tlie history of the metropolis. -Early in 
his term he vetoed the vote of thanks to the re- 
tiring President (Van Buren), for which the 
Council feared Ihe Democratic party in Con- 
gress would visit upon the city their disappro- 
balion of Ihe recalcitrant Mayor. Bui there is 
a spirit of right in all men, and the city never 
lost a vote for relief or improvement by the 
honesty of its chief magistrate. 


Mr. Seaton was especially interested in tlie 


cause of public education, and to his persever- 
ing eflorts tlie youth of this generation are in- 
debted for tlie present excellent system of pub- 
lic schools, and to his interest in every move- 
ment of moral and intellceutual progress tlio 
country may be said to be mainly iu debt for 
the realization of James -Smithson's beneficent 
design—the foundation of the Smithsonian In- 
stitution. 
!"!., - 


When tidings reached us that ill-fated Ire- 


land was again languishing under famine and 
pestilence, It was Mr. Seaton's own overflow- 
ing sympathy which Inaugurated the move- 
ment resulting in such munificent aid. " He 
started tho Heaven-directed movement in our 


pie faithfully and well, whose life was one of 
usefulness and honor, of whom it has been 
truly said that he was without an enemy,—a 
man illustrious in all those traits of charootcr, 
those virtues and graces which go to form the 
pel feet gentleman. Let us remember bis pa- 
tience and equanimity, his dignity and courtesy, 
his impartiality, love of truth and justice, his 
charity and loving kindness, his temperance and 
forbearance; let us, in the discharge of our 
duty, take William Winston Seaton as an ex- 
ample, and may we hope that in the end our 
record may be as bright, pure, and angelic as 
his." 


What was the secret of his success ? It was 


not political power or gift of place; it was not 
wealth. The legislative halls had never echoed 
his voice, the forum knew him not; he was 
riever Cabinet councillor or President; he won 
no battle on ensanguined field. Yet he pos- 
sessed astern uprightness,an eloquence, a sin- 
gular administrative ability, and an intuition, 
decision and cool courage. which could hare 
made him all these. His triumphs were the 
quiet ones of the editorial sanctum, and the use- 
fulness of his life fiowed in a perennial stream. 
Thus the power be exercised over all who ap- 
proached him was owing to the benevolence of 
his nature, aud tlie sympathy which magnetized 
all hearts. 


Mr. Seaton was one of the last links between 


the Illustrious frameis of our Government, and 
those who make our histoiyofto-day. Hahad 
seen the immortal Washington, and listened to 
the magic Henry, and it can not be wondered 
that the virtues which emanated from these 
Fathers of the Republic adorhexl;birn_wbo had 
been glorified by their visible presence. 


And then, undimmed by a single 'unworthy 


act, in every word and ^thought of his spotless 
life a true gentleman, duty his watchword, ex- 
alted honor his instinct, Christianity his guide, 
William Winston Seaton bore bis historic name 
untarnished to the grave; nobly illustrating the 
legend of his family, arms: " Imia Virticti 
Ntilia."

TBK CAHBOe DAlfCE OF 
PROPITIATION. 


The first of September brings a red-letter day 


in the Cahroc year—the great Dance of Pro- 
pitiation—at which all the tribe are' present, 
together with deputations from the Enrocs, tlie 
Hoopas, aud others. They call it mfnandy 
pickyaritk, which signifies literally "fixing the 
earth." The object of It is to propitiate the 
spirits of the earth and wood, in order to pre- 
vent land-slides, forest-fires, 
earthquakes, 


drought, ap4,ether calamities. 


All the villages are then deserted—left unpro- 


tected and undefended—for all the women, and 
all the children, and the gray-beards must at- 
teud the grand anniversary. They come in 
fleets of canoes, up and down tin Klamath, or 
on foot in joyous throngs along the trails beside 
the river, the squaws bringing in their baskets 
victuals enough to last the families aa long as 
possible—a fortnight or more. But, singular to 
tell, neither on this occasion nor on any other 
•do they have any feasting. Each family par- 
takes of its own plain messes, though the great- 
est generosity prevails, and strangers or persons 


man, mumbling certain formularies and incur, 
cations the while, and this transgression is re 
milled. 


After the lapse of a certain time, the peopl 


return from their hiding-places, and prepare fo 
Uielast great solemnity: the Dance of Propitia 
lion. They arrange themselves in a long line— 
the nicn only, for the women do not parti 
Spate in this part of the ceremony. The 
are vestured in all their pomp of savage trap 
pings, Iheir jingling beadery, their tasseled robe 
of peltry, their buckskin bandoleers—passin 
under one shoulder and over the other, and' 
gayly stan ed with the scarlet scalps of wood- 
peckeis, to the value of $300 or $400 on each. 
They brandish aloft in their hands their finest 
bows and arrows, inlaid with sinews and shells, 
with glittering strings of pink and purple aba- 
lones; and, if any one can boast of a black 
deerskin as a trophy of his prowess, such an 
one is accounted beloved of the gods. No In- 
dian can participate in the dance unless he has 
at least a raccoon's or a deer's head, with the 
neck stuffed, and the remainder of the skin 
flowing loose, elevated on a pole within easy 
eye shot. 


Then two or three singers begin an impro- 
ised chant, a kind of invocation to the spirits; 
aud occasionally they all unite in a fixed 
choral, which is meaningless, and repeated over 
aud over ad UWnm. Both in 'the recitative— 
where each singer makes an entirely independ- 
ent invocation—and in the choral, they keep 
time wonderfully well, and that without beat- 
ing time. The dancers in the line merely lift 
and lower one foot, in slow and regular accord. 
Th« ceremony continues two hours, during 
whi* profound decorum and stillness prevails 
among the spectators. 


When this dance of religion is ended, all 


gravity vanishes forthwith; wild and hilarious 
shouts resound throughout the camp; the gay- 
art dances are resumed, in which both sexes 
fr ; and in the evening there ensues 


ly libidinous debauch.

The child, by her 
o'-vn account, stood atllic lop of llie stairs with 
IIA* uatch ill her hand till the conviction tliat 
she certainly .ilionld let il fall took such dread- 
ful and complete possession of her that she 
dabbed it down, and then came in a paroxysm 
of the most distressing nervous excitement to 
tell her mother what sliu.liad done.—Atlantic 
for Styteinber.

The modern Quaker 
has his own way ; lie would grow great through 
opposition, but nobody opposes him; he ex- 
pends his energies in farming, in trading, and in 
doing whatever good bis hands find to do; but 
if we should begin to flog him at the eart'a-tail, 
to consign him to prison vaults and make him 
pay church rates, he would probably develop a 
most creditable energy.—.New "Torfc Tribune. 


AN ORIENTAL JDDOKKKNT.—A native of 


Indi.i, one of her Majesty'» subjects whom the 
Prince of Wale* « about to visit, recently 
brought a curiowt suit in one of the native 
courts. The plaintiff inrlted a number of 
friends to a dinner party. Th* guest* accepted, 
but for some reason whicli does not appear, 
neither attended nor. sent any apology. Tlie 
man whose hospitality was so uncourteously 
treated summoned his faithless frieuAl before a 
district magistrate, and his honor gave judge- 
ment for Ihe plaintiff In the sum his entertain- 
ment cost. This, was certainly an equitable 
judgement and worthy of Harouu al Uasdnd 
himself. The Prince of Wales must be on his 
good behavior. Bui as happens in oilier cases 
and in other countries, what Is equitable is not 
always 'legal, and an English judge, before 
whom the case was carried by appeal, reversed 
the decision. His honoi remarked tliat if the 
law laid down by Ihe lower court was correct, 
" the risk of accepting invitations would be 
very serious indeed." Well lliere should be 
name risk if a man pretends to accept a courtesy 
which be intends to letaliate by an Insult. 
And lliere should be risk in abusing the polite- 
ness and making light of tlie amenities of 
social life. Generally such offences are punish- 
ed by the unwritten code of social usages, and 
the manor woman who elects the part of tlie. 
bear Is baited by society. And there is, unfor- 
tunately for the culprils, no court of appeal, 
when a man Is sent to Coventry for bis nogtect 
of the courtesies of life. The women have 
jurisdiction in sudi owes. 
Tlieir promptness 


in dealing with social derelicts shows that in 
the good time coming, when women are to sit 
on juries, and even ou th* bench, oflenders will 
lose Hie benefit of the law's delays. Imagine a 
lady among us Incensed and outraged, as the 
Indian dinner-giver must have been, by the 
studied insolence of men who neither put In an

PHESEIIVIXQ VEGETABLES AND FHITITS 


Much effort has been made to devise means to 
preserve vegetables and fruits. Much of 
th< 


labor of the farmer is wasted in not takin 
iroper care of bis apples and pears, his potatoes 


s cabbages, pcaclies, plums, and even grapes 
Let the fartner;iry this method once, and hi 


will never try any other way, for he can alway 
liave them nearly as fresh as when first pu 
away for winter quarters. 


Dig a trench 30 to 40 inches wide and Iron 


five to six feet deep, and then plaster tlie botlon 
with water lime cement, 2J inches thick (tin. 
same as used in cisterns). Then make a bo.? 
of' boatds as wifle as"l,lie ditcli, lacking five iii 
clics ; place you box in the ditch, all but t!ic 
cover, then fill all around the box 25 inches o 
cement, making your spaces or compartments 
n the box suitable for your quantity of differ 
ent, kinds, then pick your apjues and peaclies 
and place them in the bo«c without bruisinjj 
Fill the box so they will not conic In contact 
with the cover of the box. Put on your covei 
with the boards crossways,.so they will becvci 
with the sides of Ilic box, then put 2^ inches 


>{ cement on top of it and you have an air tigli 
and dry compartment for your fruit and vegeta 
bles, and they will keep sound as a rock for 
years. 


In placing grapes,you must in every instance 


tie each cluster on a string by itself, while the 
fruit is yet green, when the first on the clustci 
begins to turn. They must not be jammed 
the least when put away. 


Peaches, plums, ami all other fruils must be 


carefully put away when first beginning tr 
ripen, and in all cases put out of the reach ol 
the frost. 
These fruit vaults will last one hun- 


dred years, and by placing boards crossways 
you can break the cement, with a hammer, to 
each compartment of fruit, without disturbing 
all that's in the box. 


THE BBITIBH AHCTIC EXPEDITION 
Late 


advices from the British Polar expedition have 
been received from West Greenland. The 
Alert and Discovery had arrived at Disco after 
a pleasant passage from England. Both sailed 
from Rittenbenk on July 17th, fur Upernavik. 
All on board are well. Preparations had been 
made for pushing on as far as possible in the 
Alert, ami for sledge expeditions beyond to the 
Pole. A letter written by a member of the 
Polar expedition on board the steamer Discov- 
ery previous to her departure from Rittenbenk-, 
Greenland, says: "After leaving Uperuavik 
we strike out :n the ice in Melville Bay, which 
is the most dangerous part of the voyage. 
When we reach open water at llie entrance of 
Smith's Sound, we make for Carey Island and 
then pioceed up Smith's Sound, making a run- 
ning survey of both shores. We shall visit Capt, 
Hall's crave at Polaris Bay, and then make for 
our winter quarters. The Al<rrt, however, will 
push on as far toward the Pole as possible 
without being beset, and subsequently return 
•toward us, wintering not more than two hund- 
red miles from the discovery. Both vessels 
will then survey with sledges before the severe 
winter comes on. In the spring two of our 
lieutenants, with sledging parties, will join the 
Alert, when a start will,be made toward the 
Pole with six sledges. One sledge will leave 
the party and return every week or so, trans- 
ferring its surplus provisions to the others. 
When the exploring party is thus reduced to 
one sledge, that will push on alone and reach 
the Pole by itself. Who will have this distin- 
guished honor I do not know; but I fancy it 
will be Commander Markham, of the Alert. If 
this is done satisfactorily, and all the surveys 
are completed, we shall return home during the 
autumn of next year; but if not, we shall stay 
out a second winter. Under any circumstances 
over which we have any control, we shall not 
stay out longer tlianthat."

There are different directions in which (he 


efforts of tha farmer may be put forth than the 
simple cultivation of crops. Many of these are 
such in t* require the use of but comparatively 
little time, and yet me more than proportion- 
ately remunerative. Among tlie numerous 
subjects that may engage the attention of the 
farmcis arc, stock raising for sale or for beef, 
slicep raising for wool and for mutton, the rais- 
ing <if pigs for sale and fur pork, and finally 
poultry raising for eggs and the young chicks. 
Tlie subject matter of this article will be con- 
fined to poultry raising. 


Notwithstanding the supposed injury that re- 


sults from having poultry around, which will be 
in proportion to the care taken of them, no far- 
mer sltonld lie witliout a reasonable number of 
fowls not only for the purpose of supplying his 
table with a rich food, but that the culinary de- 
partment be furnished with fresh eggs, which, 
when they are in excess ol the necessities can 
be sold at a good profit. In tlie first place when 
neighbors are near, no one should keep fowls 
unless they are determined to keep them from 
tlolnj.; any manner of harm beyond tlie hoiin- 
darlcs of their own premises. In such casei, 
wliero fowls cannot have a range of pasturage tho 
difficulty and expense is cnniidcrably increased 
fur the reason that a natural food of fowls is in- 
sect', which they devour in their rambles, and 
which, if secured in a small enclo&UH', must as 
neatly be substituted as it is possible to do, 
both for llic health of tlie fuwl and in order to 
derive proper advantage fioin the keeping, for 
unless a fowl has a proper \ ark'ty of food it u ill 
ttc unlikely to produce many eggs. 


In the country, very ninny fnriueis ate so 


sitnntcd, that unless the fou Is have a ivmark.-i- 
hlc jiioclivity for i ambling they can allow them 
their liberty willmiit fear of molestation <>f 
other premises. Hut in the execution of this 
the firmer must make up his mind to be put to 
a lit lie trouble and jterhaps snflei injury to some 
extent to crojts, garden &c. But at the same 
limp the fowls imisl receive due cicdit for all 
the Ixjnefus that result fioin the destruction of 
Insi'ds and vermin that mlishl do a greater 
amount of damage to crops even than thn fowls 
themselves. But if there are rneinhcra of the fain- 
ily tliat are disposed lo labor a little in llic in- 
terests of poultry, by erecting a poultry house 
at some distance from the garden and cultivated 
crop«, say whore tliey could have the range of 
HIP iiaslurr, vciy much less injury would re- 
sult. Tin keys Hill in the summer time when 
grasiluipprrs and bugs aic plenty very nearly 
obtain their living, and are oiisily fattened in 
UK' fall. Geese and ducks are very easily cared 
for If they can have a small pond of water and 
* small run of pasturage; but unless confined 
lo some enclosure arc fearfully destructive lo 
grats, and where a goose runs seems to poison 
tho grass for all farm-slock. 
Dung-hill fowls 


are rather "more domestic in their habits than 
those above named, but with plenty of food and 
a good house for shelter at night and during 
winter and in storms, tliey would content tlioin- 
aelves a little ways away Irom the dwelling if 
itealr«<l."T)wcjueslkin of tho profit of keeping 
poultry ta one that lias been considerably dis- 
ruawd and the truth of the case can be ob- 
tained from those who have liad actual exper- 
ience, and which will at sonw time form the 
subject of au article.

SANITAHV DKAINAOK.—At a Sanitary Con- 


ference lately held in Birmingham, Kng., a 
paper was read setting forth the method pnr- 
aticd by on* of the artisans, the laborers' build- 
ing companies, in order to attain the most per- 
fect unitary security practicable, and especial- 
ly I* the nutter of drainage. Tlie methnd, in 
this Kipect, consists in avoiding, invariably, 
tlio carrying of drain* under any portion of the 
Louse. Instead of this, a drain is arranged at 
tlie hacks of two rows of houses, running 
lengthwise in tlie gardens, and into the main 
drain; llic drain ptoe* are also led from the 
hacks ol the houses In stead "of beneath them 
and aence into the street, as is generally done 
in the after modes of house drainage. This 
plan bu been curled not by the company in 
Hie Mates they hare built In various cities, and 
It ta HkcwiM being adopted near London at tin 
Sluftetbnry estate, where some 800 houses 
linre already been erected and 400 more are in 
proc«9 of construction. It. is said that the 
death rate in these house*, cmnpaied with that 
ol a tfauar nuaaber of ordinarily drained houses, 
lias bean much les*.
